If the convict has no dependents, then 
the money could be put to his credit 
and when he was set free he will

* By iteration or reiteration, a ma- 
jority bavé been persuaded or ha e 
persuaded themselves that the yield 
Cannot exceed the last governme- 
estimate, and if the report dve on QOc- 
tober 8 should indicate a substantially 
larger production it will be a severe 
‘shock. : 

It is unfortunate that the size of 
the crop should have been given such 
disproportionate importance, for it 1s 
paly alf the problem. The other 
half is the consumption, and as bull- 
ing cotton on the unexpectedly large 
demand is mote constructive than vro- 
claiming a crep failure as a reason 
for bigher prices, attention is called 
to the surprisingly large exports. Lp 
to date the total for the season is 
jess than 10 per cent under last year. 
when more than 11,000,000 bales were 
shipped abroad. 

lf this iatio of decrease should not 
be excecded, the season’s shipments 
would be about 10,000,000 bales, and 
if our domestic consumption should 
reach 6,500,000 bales, as seems quite 
possible, a total of 16,500,000 bales 
would be required from this country 
As the carry-over in the Unitec States 
on July 31 was but 3,762,000 bales 
the position is sound enough, even if 
the crop should reach 14,000,000 
bales, and to avoid disappointment 
would seem safer to calculate upon 


such a yield than to accept estimates 
which were discredited by the last 
ginning figures, and are likely to be 
still further discredited by the gin- 
ning up to September 30 if it sbal: 
be as much as 6,000,000 bales, as is 
now generally expected. 

Of the statistical controversy that 
has arisen over the carry-over, it 
seemms unnecessary to say much ex- 
cept that it will be hard to disturb 
the trade's faith in Colonel Hester's 
common sense aud accuracy. The dif- 
ference of 600,000 bales js not impor- 
tant, anyway, aud as most of the in 
crease over 1926 is in Europe and the 
Far East, vhere it does not seem 
to trouble anvone, the issue is. more 
academic than commercial. 

The plain facts of the case are that 
the season’s minimum consumption is 
likely to exceed the minimum pre- 
duction, and that spinners are suffi- 
ciently aware of this to be willing to 
pay a fair price for the cotton they 
reyuire. The question of what its a 
fair price is one that will have to be 
left to the arbitrament of the market, 
but it seems unlikely that it will be 
much above or below 20 cents, at 
least until after trost has put an 
end to the growth and fruitage ef the 
plant. 

Meanwhile, the distribution of cot- 
ton goods continues at a surprisingly 
rapid rate when the uncertainties «° 
the situation are considered, and 
those who are well informed expect 
an increase in the demand when and 
if comparative stability in the raw 
cotton market is achieved.
